As  authorized  in  Admj.nistrator '  s  Memorandum 
No.  27 Supplement  10,  the  Office  of  Distribution  vill  dispose  of 
surplus  foods  in  accordanc-e  with  the  assignment  of  coiumodities  in 
Administrator's  Memorandum  No.  27,  Supplement       Amendment  2,  and  in 
accord  uice  -with  policies  and  progr::jjis  approved  by  the  War  Food  Adminis- 
trator . 

The  disposal  functions  assigned  to  the  Director  of  Distribution  in 
Administrator's  Memorandum  No.  27,  Supplement  10,  are  redelegated  to 
the  Deputy  Director  for  Supply,     In  carrying  out  this  responsibility, 
the  facilities  of  the  various  organ! zationeil  units  within  OD  will  be 
utilized  in  accordance  with  the  basic  responsibilities  assigned  to 
the  branches  and  divisions  in  Director's  Memorandum  2,  Supplements
